Welcomed. 


GOD MUST HAVE A TRIED PEOPLE FOK HIS SERVIOE IN 
THE LAST DAYS. 


It does not seem to the natural 
that suffering could possibly te 
a blessing to any one, 
know the Bible is true whether 
we understand God’s dealings 
with us or not. True, He deals 
with His people in a peculiar 
manner often times. Very much 
different from the way He deals 
with the people of the world. 
And it is because He loves His 
own. 

We very often get much conso- 
lation from words spoken by the 
Lord through the prophet Isaiah: 
“My thoughts are not your 
thoughts, neither are your ways 
my ways, saith the Lord. For as 
the heavens are higher than the 
earth,so are my ways higher than 
your ways, and my thoughts than 
your thoughts.’’ (lsa.55:8,9.) 

Our way would be a life of 
ease, 
or suffering. We want to be so 
we can work during the day and 
lie duwn at night and rest with- 
out any pain. We try to shield 
ourse)ves from anything that 
would cause suffering. Our very 
nature involuntarily draws back 
from it, and we do not want it 
under any circumstances. This 
is our thought. This is our 
way. 

But God says that our thoughts 
are not His thoughts, and our 
ways are not His ways. How 
often do the children of God say, 
‘“Have Thy way with me, Lord, 
for I know Thy ways are right.”’ 
Little do they think of suffering 
when they pray such a prayer. 
They think of nothing but com- 
fort and ease and joy and happi- 
ness, when the Lord has His way. 
They think the Lord loves them, 
which He does, and that His way 
with them will give them power 
and might and enable them to 
do nice pleasant things. Thus 
they say “‘Have Thy way with 
me and make the very nest out 
of my life.”’ 


This is the kind of a prayer to 
pray, and such a prayer should 
come from the very depths of the 
soul as it cries out toGod. Then 
when He takes you at your word 
and begins toanswer your prayer, 
there should be no resistance 
while He is working out His will 
in you. But there comes the 
rub. You do not think it means 
suffering, so you go on gleefully 
rejoicing because you feel so 
good, until you do not feel so 
good, then if you are not very 
careful you will say by actions, 
if not by words, ‘‘Lord, I wanted 
you to have your way with me, 
but ‘I did not mean for such as 
this to come upon me. [If this is 
your way I believe I would 
rather you would not have your 
full way, but just part of you: 
way. I do not think [I should 
suffer this way.’’ Imagine the 
Lord’s reply, ‘‘My child, suffer- 
ing 1s a blessing, and I love you 
well enough to want to give you 
the good blessings I have in store 
for you. And, besides, you have 
prayed for me to make out of 
you the very best that I can and 
it always takes suffering to do 
this. Remember that it is those 
that suffer with me tbat shall 
reign with me.”’ 

There are several Scripture 
references that corroborate this 
kind of a statement. “If we 
suffer, we shall also reign with 
him.’’ (2 Tim. 2:12.) ‘‘Whom 
the Lord loveth he chastencth, 

gd scourgeth every son whom

[he receiveth.” (Heb, 12:6.) 
‘*With persecutions.’’ ' (Mark 
10:30.) ‘It is, good for me that 


I have been afflicted; that 1 
might learn thy statutes.’’ (Ps. 
119:71.) ‘‘I know, O Lord, that 
thy judgments are right, and 
that thou in faithfulness hast 
afflicted me.” (Ps. 119:15.) 
With all these verses of Scrip- 
ture, and many more, we have 
to acknowledge that suffering 
is a blessing although nature 
shrinks from it. 

In the language of the Psal- 
mist we sing, ‘‘The Lord God is a 
sun and a shield: the Lord will 
give grace and glory: no good 
thing will he withhold from them 
that walk uprightly.’? Then if 
suffering is a blessing—a good 
thing—of course the Lord will 
let it come upon His children. 
Then we conclude that anything 
that is for our best interest 
should be welcomed. If it has 
been good for others to suffer, 
why should you shrink when it 
comes upon you? Why do not 
you want to get the, good as well 
as others? 

When our friends are suffering 
we have such a deep sympathy 
for them, but if God is only 
proving them and _ preparirg 
them for a better service, of 
course we should not interfere, 
The three friends of Job came 
before that wretched man and 
accused him of having . com- 
mitted some sin, and that his 
sickness was the result of the 
sinf but this was not the case. 
Job was a ‘‘perfect and an up- 
right man,’’? and God challenged 
Satan with him. The Lord was 
so sure he would stand the test 
and never-yield to medical aid 
that he turned Satan loose upon 
him, 

I wonder if God knows you 
will stand the test, or would 
you give down under the pressure 
if it gets too great? That isa 
question that cau only be an- 
swered by the test... In Job’s 
case the answer came, and al- 
though the pressure was ex- 
tremely severe he went through 
it, so it has been .written as a 
memorial of him, “ye have heard 
of the patience of Job, and have 
seen the end of the Lord’’ and 
besides this, ‘‘The Lord blessed 
the latter end of Job more than 
his beginning.”’ (Job 42:12.) 

This is what you want to have 
saidof you. This is what 1 want 
said of me. I want to bear with 
rejoicing what ever is put upon 
me. I do not want to complain 
and murmur when I am in the 
test. IL want to bear it patiently, 
| want ‘‘patience (to) have her 
perfect work,that (1) may be per- 
fect and entire, Wanting noth- 
ing.’’ (Jas. 1:4.) What I want 
for myself I want for others. I 
want it for the entire body of 
Ohrist—the Ohurch. L+want the 
Ohurch to be made perfect ac- 
cording tothe Scripture, but I 
am sure it means suffering, and 
a plenty of it too. 

God must have a tried people 
for His service in the last days, 
then if this suffering is for this 
purpose we should rejoice over 
it. This may seem foolish, but 
it is certainly not out of harmony 
with Pazl’s teaching. Queer 
though it may sound he says, “‘l 
take pleasure 4 » «.

Another Gone. 


William R. Stanley died at 
his home on Ocoee St _, Cleveland, 
Tenn., Jan.16,1919, aged fifty 
yea's, six months and twenty 
four days. He was married to 
Mary M Myers Feb.22,1887, and 
the father of nine children, the 
father of Samuel Lee Stanley 
that passed away a few days 
since. His wife also died only a 
few weeks ago. 

Brother stanley has been sick 
ever since June of last year, but 
he bore his afflictions with pati- 
ence. He often referred to Paul’s 
statement, ‘‘If we suffer, we shall 
also reign with him.” He es- 
teemed it a great privilege to go 
from the Ohurch of God to 
heaven.

All deacons 
who are acting as pastors or 
evangelists are expected to re- 
port their work. 
This was the decision of the 
Oouncil, and I hope every one 
will hereafter promptly comply 
with this order, so we can fully 
comprehend the conditions and 
needs of the work in a general 
way. 

All who have not reported are 
requested and will be expected 
to write a personal letter to the 
overseer of the state, and state 
clearly why you did not or could 
not report. . 

The work in our state is in 
great need of more workers, and 
1 notice that we have about five 
hundred dollars surplus in the 
treasuries of our state. This 
money will be ‘‘rust’’ against us 
if we do not put if out to work. 
The people where the work is 
just beginning are suffering for 
some one to help them out. 
They will help just as soon as 
they can. And further more 
there are some preachers who are 
kept at home on the account of 
not having enough to keep the 
little family while they are away.

The eloquent D. D. appeared, 
delivered one lecture on another 
subject, and was then to pro- 
ceed against sanctification. He 
took sick, got worse, and died 
without delivering a single anti- 
holiness lecture. 


I was called to hold a meeting 
in Kentucky for the sanctifica- 
tion of Ohristians. A scholary 
pastor at the place resolved to 
antagonize me with all his might, 
and published an appointment at 
his church on the Sunday | was 
to begin, inviting all the holi- 
ness people to come and hear 
him utterly demolish sanctifica- 
tion preached and professed by 
the holiness people. He was ap- 
parently in perfect health. On 
Thursday preceding, he was walk- 
ing and fell dead in his tracks. 
His funeral was preached over his 
corpse at the sarffe hour he had 
appointed to demolish sanctifi- 
cation.

The Dark Ministry of Bad Angels

“For we wrestle not against 
flesh and blood, but againat 
principalities, against powers, 
against the rulers of the darkness 
of this world, against spiritual 
wickedness (margin, wicked 
spirits) in high places. (Margin, 
heavenly places.) Eph. 6:12. 

We learn from the Word that 
there are two kinds of angels. 
“When the Son of man shall 
come in his glory, and all the 
holy angels with him.” Matt. 25: 
81. ‘Depart from me, ye cursed, 
into everlasting fire, prepared 
for the devil and his angels.” 
Matt. 25:41. 

There are holy angels, and un- 
holy angels. The holy angels 
minister to God’s holy people; 
and the devil’s angels minis‘er 


to the unholy people of the 
devil. 
Paul declares that we have 


come into an innumerable com- 
pany of angels. (Heb 12:22.) 
They are not. silent, angels as 
some infer, but are continually 
ministering unto the saints, 


Angels warned Abraham of 
the destruction of Sodom and 
Gomorrah. The Lord sent His 
angel through Egypt to destroy 
the first-born of the Eyyptians. 
Jacob wrestled with an angel all 
night and at the break of day he 
was blest. 
the angel of the Lord had locked 
the lion’s mouths. Zacariah was 
told by an angel that Elizabeth 
should bare a son whose name 
should be called John who would 
prepare the way of the Lord. 
Mary was told by an angel that 
she should bring forth a son 
whose name should be called Je- 
sus. Angels brought the glad 
tidings of Jesus’ birth to the 
shepherds. After Jesus had been 
tempted forty days, an angel 
ministered unto Him. Angels 
made it known to the disciples 
that Obrist had risen. Oorneiius 
was told by an angel to send for 
Peter. Peter was led out of 
prison by an angel. Paul was 
told by an angel that allon the 
ship would be saved from the 
deep. _Paul says to not be for- 
getful to entertain strangers, for 
some have entertained angels 
unawares. 

Iconclude that the ministry 
of angels was not to cease. | 
also gather the thought that an 
angel might be seen and not 
recognized as such, therefore be 
turned away. Angels are just 
as numerous now as they were in 
the days of Paul. They are do- 
ing the same work they did then 
Angels existed before the foun- 
dation of the earth. There were 
also sons of God at that time. 
God asked Job where he was 
when he laid the foundations of 
the earth, when the morning 
stars (angels) sang together and 
all the sons of God sung for joy. 
(Job. 3 :4-7.) 

Surely if bad angels can be 
communicated with, itis pussible 
to get in touch with good angels. 
Through the dark ministries of 
bad ange's, many are made to 
believe that the good angels are 
hidden away. It is not the pur- 
pose of the devil to cause wicked 
men to do evil so much as it 1s 
to cause darkness to come upon 
those who are walking in the 
light, toalways show them the 
dark side of life, and to make 
them believe that God is afar off 
in so much that no one can com- 
municate with Him.

my words: and my Father will 
love him, and will come unto 
him, and make our abode with 
him.’’*(Jno 14:28.) 

From the above I am convinced 
that God dwells in us, and we 
are in His family in the midst of 
an innumerable company of 
angels. 

When Jacob was all alone and 
he was to spend the night where 
he had for a pillow a stone, he 
saw a ladder that reached from 
earth to heaven and upon this 
ladder angels were ascending 
and descending. Iam sure that 
angels are still coming down to 
bless those who diligently seek 
God. 

I am sure there are bad angels 
around me as I write, and if they 
could they would deny the minis- 
try of the holy angels to God’s 
saints.

Bad angels munister doubts 
and fears. They mock and sneer 
at speaking in other tongues, a 
life without sin, divine healing, 
the Church, of God paying tithes 
avd the quickening power of the 
Holy Spirit. These bad angels 
are many. ‘‘My name is Legion: 
| for we are many.” Mark 56:9. 


The chief occupation of these 
bad angels (devils) 1s to draw 
away God’s saints. « Paul says 
to give no place to the devil. 
Those who give vent to anger,re- 
tain old grudges, parley with 
temptation, tamper with vice, 
indulge in intemperance, pride, 
foolishness,levity or give away to 
any Other weakness, give place 
to the devil. We therefore, 
should close every avenue of Sa- 
tan and his angels. We should 
avoid anger, be sober and watch- 
ful and “‘nip in the bud’’ every 
prompting to sin, 


Evil angels will take up their 
abode with those over whom 
they can get control. When 
these bad angels obtain control, 
all self-will and power to resist 
temptation are gone. 


Pauls says that Satan will 
transform himself into an angel 
of light. ‘‘And the Lord said, 
Who shall persuade Ahab, that 
he may goup and fall at Ra- 
moth-gilead? And one said on 
this manner, and another said on 
that manner. And there came 
forth a spirit, and stood before 
the Lord and said, I will per- 
suade him. And the Lord said 
unto him, Wherewith? And he 
said, | will go forth, andI will 
be a lying spirit in the mouth of 
all his prophets.” 1 Kings 
22:20-22. 

Through their intelligence and 
strength, they constantly assault 
every weakness. They inspire 
evil thoughts, arouse dark pas- 
sion, instill ill wills, beget mal- 
ice, envy, impose care, fear, dis- 
trust, suggest deceit, fraud, in- 
cite revenge, fan jealousy. 

Bad angels are ministering false 
doctrines, false spirits, false 
power, therefore we should be 
on our guard. 

Jesus says that ye shall know 
a tree by its fruits. Fruits of the 
spirit are love, joy, peace, long 
suffering,gentleness and temper- 
ance. We must bear the above 
fruit if we ever see a holy angel.
